Mr. Nix drew applause when he 
said young Canada are anxious 
that Canada’s foodstuffs and in- 
dustrial products should help in 
the reconstruction of devastated 
countries of Europe.

The Meyer Trial 


A few weeks ago an order-in-council 
was announced which empowered the Can- 
adian Army overseas to set up military 
courts for the trial of war criminals. The 
Significance is now clear. A court has been 
created to try Major General Kurt Meyer, 
who commanded a panzer division in Nor- 
mandy at the time of the Allied invasion. 

He is charged as being responsible for 
the murder of forty-eight Canadian prison- 
ers of war during the fighting around Caen 
And for the murder of more than three 
times that many altogether. The Minister 
of defence says Meyer gave orders that no 
quarter was to be given to Canadians. 

Edmonton people will take more than 
ordinary iaterest in that particular trial, 
because both of the lawyer officers who 
are to prosecute the case are Edmonton 
men—Windsor sharing that honor in one 
instance 

Meyer of course musi be presumed in- 
nocent until proven guilty. But after this 
length of time the trial would hardly be 
held unless the evidence against him was 
clear. This is the first trial scheduled under 
the enabling order-in-council

This 
statement, which was regarded as 
almost open approval of the Domin- 
ion’s proposals, created a stir at 
Ottawa. Mr. Godbout, however, 
promptly denied the accuracy of the 
report, explaining that he had spok- 
en in a directly opposite sense. His 
version of what he had said was 
that he urged the provincial govern- 
ment to go ahead on its own with 
social reforms because, in his opin- 
jon, the people of Quebec would not 
forego them under the pretext of 
preserving provincial autonomy. It 
was with the idea of preserving this 
autonomy that he had spoken in this 


way 
As for Mr. Drew, in Ontario, he 
has made one major speech on 


Dominion-provincial relations since 
the conference adjourned. This was 
cu address to the Canadian club of 
Toronto on Oct. 1. Mr. Drew's ob- 
servations, on this occasion, were 
largely a discourse on the advan- 
tages of decentralized administra- 
tion in a federal state. 

If construed as a comment on the 
Dominion'’s proposals, the speech 
might well be vegarded as critical. 
The fundamental question of the 
day, he said. was whether Canada 
will re-establish decentralization of 
its affairs other than externa! and 
strictly national matters, or whether 
a “centralized” form a government 
is to be retained. He opposed cen- 
tral control of taxation, “under 
s0me group of experts.”

On a strict reading of the texts 
however, Mr. Drew's speeches at 
the August conference were more 
critical than this address in To- 
ronto. It is true that his major 
speech at the conference was made 
before the Dominion’s proposals 
were officially presented.

PERENNIAL CROP

As one crop of disillusioned 
speculators took its losses another 
always seemed to ripen for the 
harvesting by the promotiona 
sharks. And as one abuse, such as

If the Securities Act of Ontario 
had been enforced with the cour- 
age and vigor that applied between 
1935 and 1938, things might have 
turned out better.
